An Exposition Of Rev. 1. 





We are now Living in the Age in which the Mys- 
teries of the Book of Revelation are being fulfilled

I have studied the book of Revela- 
tion for several years, and I have 
preached on many of its important 
subjects in various states. Therefore, 


knowing the interest that has been 
manifested in these subjects, I now 


submit them for publication. I hope 
that through the publication of these 
articles many souls will be blessed 
and encouraged to live truer to God. 
Dear readers we are rapidly approach- 
ing the time when the awful judg- 
ments as are described in this book 
shall be fulfilled. We are facing the 
awfulest spiritual deceptions this 
world has ever known. 

Some think the book of Revelation 
a mystery and that it can not be un- 
derstood by anybody. This is not true 
for it is “the Revelation of Jesus 
Christ, which God gave unto him, to 
shew unto his servants things which 
must shortly come to pass.” Verse 1. 
Most of the contents of this book are 
things which must come to pass short- 
ly and God wants Jesus to show them 
unto his servants. Therefore, we 
should not think that there is nobody 
(in this age) close enough to God to 
receive the revelation of this book, 
for God wants to reveal it to some 
body (as He did to John in that age) 
that they may proclaim it to His ser- 
vants in his age. 

Revelation is taken from the Greek 
apokaloopsis which means an uncover- 
ing or unveiling, a term expressive 
of the fact that God has made known 
to men truths and realities which 
men could not discover for themselves, 
“God, who at sundry times and in 
divers manners spake in time past 
unto the fathers by the _ prophets, 
Hath in these last days spoken unto 
us by his Son, whom he hath appoint- 
ed heir of all things, by whom also 
he made the worlds.” Heb. 1:1,2. So 
we see from the foregoing that God 
in these last days has spoken unto us 
by His Son. The Son is the principal 
character of the book of Revelation. 
Here He is first revealed in His power 
and judgment, and then in the latter 
part of the book He is revealed in His 
glory. Therefore, a blessing is pro- 
nounced upon those that read, “And 
they that hear the words of this proph- 
ecy, and keep those things which are 
written therein.” Verse 3. 


We find in verses 1, 2 and 9 that 
John was the servant to whom the 
Revelation was revealed. Now we 


want to observe the characteristics of 
John. The second verse tells us that 
he bare record of the word of God, 
and of the testimony of Jesus Christ. 
The thought is that he stood uncom- 
promisingly for the Word of God, de- 
fended it, and recorded the testimony 
of our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ. 
See St. John 1:1. It was because of 
his boldness and steadfastness for the 
Word of God that he had been pan- 
ished to the Isle of Patmos. See verse 
9. We find in verse 9 that John was 
a brother, and companion in tribuia- 
tion, and in the kingdom and pa 
tience of Jesus Christ. Doubtless these 
valuable possessions enabled him to 
be qualified to receive the Revelation, 
for God reveals His deep and hidden 
truths to those who suffer most for 
Him. We find many today that are 
writing on the subject of suffering, 
and in their articles they refer to the 
apostles for examples. But how many 
in this age are actually launching ont 
and suffering for the cause of Christ: 
I tell you dear readers, that those 
who stand uncompromisingly for the 
Word of God will have to suffer for 
the same. It is to this class of men 
that God will reveal His deep truths, 
and hidden mysteries. I am glad to 
say that there are some today who 
are suffering for Him insomuch that

it is caused by somebody who claims 
to have obeyed the Spirit. I tell you, 
dear readers, that the Holy Ghost is 
the author of peace in the churches 
just the same us God and His Son. So 
when we hear somebody that causes 
confusion, claim the leadership of the 
Spirit, we may know it is not true. In 
the fifth verse we see the manifesta- 
iion of the wonderful love that Jesus 
bestowed upon us. He not only shed 
His blood for us, but washed us in His 
precious blood. O wonderful love! The 
sixth verse expresses a part of the 
glory and honour that is to be bestow- 
ed upon the children of God. 

The seventh verse shows only 4 
glimpse of His coming. It is evident 
that every eye shall see Him, “and 
all kindreds of the earti shall wail 
.because of him. Even so. Amen. O that 
awful day when this ungodly world 
shall rise in judgment to be judged 
of their ungodly deeds which they 
have committed; when hypocrites are 
brought to judgment for the hypo- 
crisies they committed; when false 
prophets, false teachers, false breth- 
ren, and church members are brought 
to judgment to give an account of 
their false lives. O what an awful time 
when the millions and billions of all 
ages of this world are brought to 
judgment. Dear reader, are you ready 
for that great day, or do you just 
think you are ready? 

We will now notice verses 10-19. 
They give a description of the things 
which John saw in the vision. Verse 
10 tells us that John was in the Spirit 
on the Lord’s day. It appears from 
other Scriptures that the Lord’s day 
is Sunday. We learn from verse a3 
that the things which John saw are 
written to the churches while verses 
12, 18 and 20 liken the churches to 
golden candlesticks. The other verses 
describe the Son of man as He stands 
in the midst of the golden candle- 
sticks (churches). It is very notice- 
able in the description that His eyes 
shined like a flame of fire, and that 
a sharp twoedged sword went out of 
his mouth. Doubtless, this illustrates 
His keen vision in seeing the works 
of the church throughout this gospel 
dispensation. Also, the twoedged 
sword represents the Word of God 
which will be used throughout the 
gospel dispensation to eradicate the 
evil works out of the church. Rev. 
2:16. 

We notice that verse 20 explains the 
seven golden candlesticks to be the 
churches. A candlestick is a device 
that holds a candle which gives light. 
Therefore, a golden candlestick would 
represent a very valuable and costly 
light. Let us remember that the 
Church of God is a very valuable and 
costly light, for it was purchased by 
the blood of Jesus Christ. It is an or- 
eanization for the purpose of holding 
our lives. Therefore, our lives ought 
to give forth light as clear as a light 
coming from a golden candlestick. If 
our lives fail to send forth this clear 
Uvht, we are without excuse, for He 
has washed us from our sins in His 
swn blood. Verse 5. Verse 20 also ex- 
plains that the stars are the angels 
of the churches. Angel is taken from 
ihe Heb. malawk and the Greek an- 
gelos, both meaning- messenger, and in 
this ease is applied to human beings. 
Therefore, the stars doubtless repre- 
sent the pastors of the churches. The 
consolation is that the Lord will hold 
up every true pastor. 

in conclusion, we would like to say 
that the seven churches were seven 
Churches of God located in Asia, that 
they represent seven periods of time 
during this gospel dispensation. There- 
fore, the messages to the seven 
churches apply to the various ages of 
this gospel dispensation. This will be 
shown clearly in chapters 2 and 3.

OVER 100 SAVED AT 
SHOOTING CREEK 


On August 10th, 1929, the annual 
revival at Shooting Creek began with 
Brother S. L. Cantrell, of Crandall, 
Ga., in charge assisted by Brother J. 
L. McClure, the Pastor. Sister Cree 
and Sister Mull from Andrews, ren- 
dered some good singing and music 
with their guitars, at both the Tus- 
quittee and this revival, which was 
appreciated and proved a_ blessing. 
The altar workers, singers, and all the 
local and visiting, seemed at 
their very best and labored patiently 
and untiringly at whatever they found 
to do in this meeting. 

Here I want to say that I wish some 
one who possesses the ability to draw 
pictures and as near as possible de- 
scribe in writing some of the wonder- 
ful scenes that were enacted in this 
good meeting, would get their pen or 
pencil and begin to write, as I am a 
poor writer and unable to begin to pic- 
ture just what the Lord did here as 
I feel it should be done. This was 
truly the greatest revival ever held in 
this part of the country. In my ten 
years of experience in the Church of 
God and the many good revivals that 
I have been in during that time, I 
have never witnessed anything on 
this order. The meeting began with 
deep conviction seizing upon the 
hearts of many people as_ Brother 
Cantrell gave out the Word of God, 
not with enticing words of men’s wis- 
dom, but as directed by the power of 
God in the person of the Holy Ghost 
sent down from Heaven. As the inter- 
est increased the crowds became so 
large that the building would not ac- 
commodate more than one third of 
those attending the night services, It 
was estimated that 1500 people were 
present a number of times. So pack- 
ed, jammed and thickly crowded were 
the people within the building that 
many times it was impossible for the 
saints, singers, altar workers and 
others to kneel for prayer, but the 
praying had to be done standing, like 
the Pharisee but not in the spirit of 
his praying. Even the preacher was 
so crowded that a small space about 
the Bible stand was all he had, ex- 
cept when the power of the Lord 
would fall on him, then he would be 
lost from the view of many in the 
mix-up of shouting, dancing and talk- 
ing in tongues. It is not known how 
much Cantrell can dance, talk in 
tongues and shout for the Lord in his 
Georgia churches, but he surely did 
help himself to the good things of 
the Lord while here in God’s country 
in the “land of the sky.” 

More than 80 persons were in the 
altar seeking the Lord at one time, 
with others in the audience lifting 
hands for prayer and expressing a 
willingness to come to the altar but 
could not on account of every avail- 
able altar space being occupied, 

Seekers from 12 to 76 years of age, 
from grand-daughters to grandmoth- 
er, men, women, boys, girls, former 
Chureh of God and holiness fighters, 
bowed at the altar and wept their 
way to Calvary, journeyed to Bethany, 
and many on to Jerusalem for the 
Baptism. 

Time and space would net permit 
telling the blessings received by the 
different individuals. But as a result 
of this meeting, that lasted nearly 
three weeks, more than 100 were 
saved; about 75 sanctified; about 60 
received the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost: 32 were adaed to the Chureh 
and 27 followed the Lord in water 
baptism and others to follow. A good- 
iy number of precious young folk 
came into the Church and a young 
people’s prayer meeting has been or- 
ganized and started. Some of the most 
popular and very best homes in the 
Shoeting Creek community or some 
of their members are now identified 
with the Church of God.—Glover P.
